actively seeking the capability to make nuclear 
fuel that could be used in a crude explosive 
device, according to US officials. 

Israel said, and the CIA confirmed, that 
Iran was shopping extensively in Germany 
and Switerland for equipment for a facility to 
enrich uranium using gas centrifuges. 

Tt is not clear how much of the equipment 
Iran has obtained, and in any case Teheran is 
still far from being able to build a bomb. 

But the quest for centrifuge equipment 
marks a new intensity in Iran’s effort to ac- 
quire nuclear technology, the officials said. 

“Until fairly recently there wasn't a lot of 
evidence that [Iran's nuclear program] was 
beyond a basic stage, but now it is beyond a 
basic stage," one senior US official said. 

According to administration officials and 
sources on Capitol Hill, the Israeli informa- 
tion about nuclear technology was the catalyst 
for redoubled US efforts to counter Iran. US 
concern further in January when a Rus- 
sian-Iranian deal to build a two-reactor atomic 
power plant in Iran raised the prospect that 
Moscow would train a new generation of Ira- 
nian nuclear engineers and greatly enhance 
that country’s ability to process and handle 
nuclear materials.

But the prospect of Russian training of 
Iranian nuclear engineers stirred furious US 
opposition.

Anti-terrorism motorcycle unit 
takes to Jerusalem’s streets 


JERUSALEM'S new police anti- 
terrorism motorcycle unit officially 
went into action yesterday with 
much fanfare, while hard questions 
still remain unanswered about its 
potential effectiveness, 

Police brass hope putting police- 
men armed with M-16s on high- 
powered motorcycles will permit 
quick response to terrorism attacks, 
while also helping in the war on 
crime. 

The new unit is also meant to 
have an ‘‘intimidating presence,” 
which should scare away some po- 
tential terrorists and criminals in the 
capital, according to Dep.-Cmdr. 
Avi Feder, the unit’s commander. 

However, Feder told the Jerusa- 
lem Post that the ‘‘Motorcycle 
Unit,”” as it is called, is still in an 
“experimental stage, and its opera- 
tions over the next several months 
will be studied closely.”

“*We needed a means to respond 
quickly to terrorism attacks,’” said 
Amit, who was instrumental in set- 
ting up the unit.

During the drills, the policemen 
drove up and overpowered car 
thieves, pulling up at the scene of an

In the unit, two policemen ride on 
each motorcycle, with the one on 
back carrying ἃ shortened M-16. 
Each driver wil] have an earphone 
and microphone in his helmet so he 
can communicate while in action. 

However, the helmets have not 
yet been purchased, and the police- 
men have not been issued jackets, 
instead wearing civilian leather 
jackets with no emblem identifying 
them as policemen. 

In addition, the motorcycles have 
not been painted police colors. 
Feder said this would be done soon, 


as well as the purchase of the jackets 
and helmets. 

Amit said the idea for a motorcy- 
cle anti-terrorism unit was taken 
from Turkish police, who have been 
operating such a unit for nearly two 
years. 

Police Inspector-General Assaf 
Hefetz became acquainted with the 
unit during a recent official visit to 
Turkey and later gave the go-ahead 
for it to be established in Jerusalem. 

Feder also spent a short time in 
Turkey studying the operations of 
their motorcycle units. 

If the Jerusalem experience is a 
success, a motorcycle anti-terrorism 
unit is likely to be set up in Tel Aviv, 
according to Amit. He said he was 
sure the unit would prove effective.

300 Channel Islands ferry passengers

RESCUERS attending a stricken French ferry 
in the English Channel said yesterday all 300 
people on board had been safely transferred to 
other vessels.

They said the passengers from the St Malo 
catamaran were being taken by various other 
vessels to the port of St Helier in Jersey, one of 
the British-ruled Channel Islands.

TAIPEL (AP) -- Fire swept 
through a Taipei nightclub before 
dawn yesterday, killing 11 people 
and injuring 13 in the second ma- 
jor club blaze this year. Police 
suspected 


arson. 

One man was burned to death 
at the door of an elevator in the 
“Hymns of ness” karaoke 
club, and ten others who escaped 
via a stairway died after being 
hospitalized for smoke inhala- 
tion, police said. 

Three of the injured were list- 
ed in critical condition, they said. 

It was the latest in a series of 
deadly fires in recent years, and 
renewed questions about Tai- 
wan’s fire safety standards, criti- 
cized as lax after 64 people died 
in February in the island's deadli- 
est blaze. 

Police were looking for a man 
suspected of tossing a firebomb 
into the lobby of the five-story 
building, starting the fire, officer 
Oung Ching-hu told reporters. 
The club was on the top three 
floors; 2 beauty parlor on the first 
two floors also was gutted. 

State radio quoted bar wait- 
Tesses as Saying a man, thought to 
be a disgruntled customer, had 
threatened to set fire to the club. 
It did not elaborate. 

The club contained 39 custom- 
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ers and employees, mostly young 
people, and 15 escaped or were 
rescued unhurt, police said. 

“We were singing in a room 
and suddenly it went all black,” 
survivor Lin Mei-hui told the 
radio, “The smoke was so thick 
that we could not find the exit.” 

Lin said she and two friends 
escaped unharmed from the 
fifth floor by climbing down an 
outdoor advertising billboard. 

Fire officer Chang Ching-rung 
said the club used flammable 
materials in its partitions and 
decorations but otherwise met 
safety standards. ; 

The club was licensed as a 
food store and had been fined 
nine times — a total of 168,000 
Taiwan dollars (NIS 19,500) - 
over the past two years for 
operating a karaoke bar instead, 
officials said. 

Taipei Mayor Chen Shui-bian 
expressed regret for the fire and 
said that a crackdown against 
illegal businesses which violate 
safety or zoning codes would 
continue, but could take some 
time, 

“There are just too many of 
them,” he said. 

City councilors accused Chen 
Of failing to fulfil promises to 
improve safety in the capital.

The hugely successful 
National Lottery, launched last 
November, has beaten all 
forecasts, with 30 million people 
now gambling 100 million 
pounds (NIS 480 million) on it 
each week. . 

“Some people must have cut 
spending in order to pay for it,” 
said Chris Dillow, economist at 
Nomura Research Institute. 

Last Sunday lottery fever 
claimed its first fatality when 
Tim O'Brien shot himself dead 
after discovering he had missed 
a share of an eight million 
pound (NIS 36 million) prize 
because he had forgotten to 
tenew his weekly stake.

from Bosnia 


SARAJEVO (Reuter) — France 
backed off yesterday from its 
threats to withdraw its peace- 
keeping troops, made after two 
French soldiers were killed in as 
many days by snipers in Sarajevo. 

Instead, senior French officials 
said they were discussing ways to 
improve the safety of UN peace- 
keepers in Bosnia. 

A foreign ministry official said: 
“We are looking to avoid a with- 
drawal at all costs. All the solu- 
tions we are proposing to our 
Partners are aimed at avoiding a 
withdrawal, which in our 
would be a solution of despair.” 

In the Bosnian capital United 
Nations officials, struggling to re- 
Start aid flights-to the besieged 
city, said UN service flights into 
Sarajevo had resumed but com- 
plained that the Bosnian Serbs 
were trying to dictate who the 
UN could carry. 

The airstrip has been closed for 
three of the last four weeks be- 
cause of Serb attacks. On April 9 
an American cargo plane was 
peppered with gunfire. The airlift 
which helps feed the city has not 
been restarted. 

A UN spokesman said the 
Serbs objected to the UN flying 
Bosnian government officials in 
and out of the capital, adding that 
UN officials would discuss the 
matter with the Serbs tomorrow. 

“We're weil aware of the dis- 
quiet expressed by the Bosnian 
Serbs with regard to the carriage 
of Bosnian nationals on ovr 
flights,” said UN spokesman 
Lievtenant-Colone] Gary 
Coward. 

Silajdzic reacted angrily to the

Turks besiege Kurdish rebel stronghold 


TURKISH troops and planes 
besieged Kurdish rebels holed 
up in ἃ mountain stronghold in 
eastern Turkey yesterday while 
Ankara’s military offensive in 
northern Iraq entered a fifth 
week.

agreement to end a fierce dispute 

between Canada and the European Union 

over Atlantic fishing rights must draw 
some envious glances from our Middle Eastern 
corner of the world. As an illustration of the 
way democracies solve their problems, it pro- 
vides a salutary lesson for less blessed nations. 
While some timid commentators expressed 


fears that the increasingly heated row could , 


develop into all-out war on the high seas, there 
really never was any danger of such a disaster. 
Passions indeed ran high on all sides, but the 
sum of solid democratic instruments again has 
proved greater than the flawed human parts that 
Create them. The negotiated agreement has pre- 
served the belief that established democracies 
do not go to war with one another. 

The comment has often been made that had 
Argentina been a democracy, there would never 
have been a Falklands War with Britain. Tur- 
key’s invasion of Cyprus is sometimes cited as 
an exception — falsely, for Cyprus. had been 
seized by a military junta when Turkey moved. 
A similar point has been made regarding the the 
Middle East — that if Israel’s neighbors were 
Denmark, Netherlands, Luxembourg and Bel- 
gium, the “‘Middie East problem’’ could be 
solved over a moming coffee. 

The crisis between Canada and the EU erupt- 
ed only a month ago when the Canadians seized 
the Spanish trawler Estai on the high seas, 
accusing it of overfishing valuable and dimin- 
ishing stocks of turbot in the north Atlantic, The 
affair had all the makings of a prolonged and 
intractable dispute. Like Canada, Spain and 
Portugal have substantial fishing interests in the 


turbot off Newfoundland. Tradition, income 
and employment made it a potentially explosive 
domestic issue for any government to handle. 
Canada bent the ancient rules of the high seas 
by an act easily interpreted as piracy, but ex- 
pressed its determination to repeat the seizure of 
trawlers as it deemed necessary. 

Amid the ensuing heat, rhetoric, insults and 
talk of gunboats steaming to the area of con- 
frontation, the row had ail the classic elements 
of a deteriorating situation. National pride on all 
sides demanded satisfaction. But it is precisely 
for such eventualities that the great democratic 
states have labored so long and hard to build 
their powerful cooperative institutions, not for 
the routine bilateral niceties and cultural ex- 
changes. Spain and Portugal were immediately 
able to call on their European Union for both 
support and for restraint of nationalist anger. 
The Canadians were able to activate their vast 
array of international accords and negotiating 
procedures. 

So, after just a few weeks, all sides at the 
weekend delivered a detailed, comprehensive 
and workable agreement, guaranteed by the 
presidency of the EU, currently held by France. 
Spaniards, Portuguese and Canadians admitted 
they had to make compromises but expressed 
total commitment to the accord. The moral of 
the story is clear ~ full democracy is the only 
system ever evolved that allows nations to have 
disputes and yet find solutions that preserve 
international peace, without undermining the 
pride and dignity of the countries involved. 
What a pity the lesson will continue to be lost 
on Israel’s neighbors. 


Redefining Zionism 


NE of Zionism’s great disappointments 
is that it has never succeeded in effect- 
. \ A ing mass immigration from the Western 
dernocracies. In the 120 years of the move- 
ment’s life, idealistic zeal alone has prompted 
“only relatively few to leave a comfortable dias- 
pora environment and make the difficult “‘as- 
cent’” to Israel. Most of the millions who have 
settled in this country in the past century have 
come from troubled countries, where Jews were 
persecuted and discriminated against. 

But the purpose of Israel is not merely to 
provide a haven for the ted. Its raison 
d'etre is to be the place — the only place — where 
national self-realization of the Jewish people 
can be achieved. 

True, the vast majority of Jews in North 
America and Europe do not fee] that such a lofty 
purpose provides enough of a motive to leave 
comfortable homes and start a new life in Israel. 
But that there are thousands every year who do 
move to Israel is an encouraging, exceptional 
phenomenon, and a source of great hope for 
Israel’s future. 

It is against this background that the ‘‘rede- 
fining’’ of Zionism by Judy Amit, the head of 
the Jewish Agency’s emissaries in North Amer- 


ica, should be viewed. Obviously influenced by 
talk of a ‘‘post-Zionist’’ era, Amit has suggest- 
ed that a more practical goal for Israel’s emis- 
saries in the US should be to encourage visits to 
Israel rather than fight the windmills of indiffer- 

ence by preaching aliya. ᾿ 
A most appropriate response to the idea came 
from the Agency’s aliya department head, Uri 
Gordon. *‘If we want to get tourists to come to 
experts to speak to 


Clearly, the only justification for sending - 


emissaries at substantial cost is that they act as 
Zionist proselytizers. Their job is not to induce 
Jews to contribute money to Israeli causes or 
spend money in Israel as tourists. It is to con- 
vince them that Israel is a historic necessity, that 
no complete national Jewish fulfillment is pos- 
sible without it, and that they need Israel more 
than Israel needs them. 

Of course, to be able to do that, the emissaries 
themselves must be convinced. With ‘‘post- 
Zionist”? notions nurtured by some of the na- 
tion’s leaders, emissaries can hardly be blamed 
for being confused.

HE lyrics are not bad, as 

pop songs go, and surely 

there are many in this com- 
puter age who identify with the 
woeful self-diagnosis. 

Unfortunately, the rest of King 
Crimson’s mid-life magnum opus 
Thrak (Helicon) indicates that 
this particular lot of forty- and 
fifty-something males takes its 
prognosis in gloomy earnest. 

Dinosaurs supposedly became 
extinct due to an unfortunate ra- 
tio of too little brain to too much 
brawn. 

King Crimson, a band founded 
more than 25 years ago, seems to 
suffer from a dearth of spirit. Of 
the six musicians in the current 
lineup, only guitarist Robert 
Fripp was a member of the origi- 
nal band. 

The rest are excellent veterans 

of sessions with the likes of Brian 
Eno, Peter Gabriel, David Bowie 
and Frank Zappa. Among them 
they have masses of musical mus- 
cle. Thus they execute their 
Gearth of vision with excruciating 
clarity. 
“All the mistakes and bad 
judgments i made,” continues 
the Crimson narrator, “nearly 
pushed me to the brink/it doesn’t 
pay to be too nice,/it’s the one 
thing i have learned.” 
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King Crimson’s new album is studded with beautifal riffs, which makes its aimlessness even harder for those who don’t share its sense of world weariness. 


No wonder the chap is feeling 
rather depressed. 

The 15-cut album is full of 
moody “soundscapes” (instru- 
mentals) that are, I suspect, sup- 
posed to sound Pink Floydishly 
“deep,” but instead sound as 
bleak as the prospect of a glacier 
descending on one’s front lawn. 


THE FACT that the album is 
studded with beautiful riffs only 
makes its aimlessness even hard- 
er on anyone who doesn't happen 
to share its sense of world weari- 
ness. But those who recognize 
such weariness in the landscape 


of their own soul may well find 
comfort here. 

These men have obviously not 
given up on life altogether. The 
album includes a love song/inter- 
lude called “Walking On Air” 
and a passably energetic ode to 
humanity called “People.” 

They are all in excellent musi- 
cal shape and should know that 
there are lesser talents who 
would kill for their prowess. 
Surely they enjoy producing 
something together, even this lu- 
gubrious product. But what can 
One say about: “I'm sitting in the 
fireplace buming up my time”? 


Lead vocalist and lyricist Adri- 
an Belew has a lovely voice — be 
sounds like a cross between Roy 
Orbison and the Bee Gees. And 
the band backs him with exquisite 
tesonance as he complains of 
what he obviously takes to be the 
human condition, stating that 
“one hand” is invariably “tied” 
and “‘one step” always “gets be- 
hind” as “in one breath we're 
dying.” The closest he comes to 
taking responsibility for his gor- 
geous, self-involved ennui is the 
confession that his life is really 
being lived on hold: 

“I've been waiting for the sun 


to come up/waiting for the show- 
ers to stop/waiting for the penny 
to χὰ 
Does it? Will it ever? It's hard 
to tell. For in the final three sec- 
onds of this long, 56-minute 
work of art, the whiners’ collec- 
tive seems to snap to. At the very 
end of the last cut, which is rather 
pompously titled a “Coda” (look 
Ma, Γαι a composer!) we are giv- 
a tiny taste of tinkling music- 
dive piano punctuated by an en- 
thosiastic “Yeah!” 

Tt sounds like a member of the 
old school actually having a good 
time. 


Perhaps this is a sign that in 
their next album this extremely 
gifted group will finally decide to 
do some actual living before be- 
ing swallowed up by the black 
holes that they've discovered in 
their sloppy, youthful dreams.

Siberia, according to Tille- 
mans, “is a tragicomedy. Over- 
all, it’s certainly not a pretty play, 
but it gives the actor a lot of 
opportunities.

Tillemans has his own explana- 
tion for the growing popularity 
worldwide of one-actor plays.

He represented a country, Georgia, which 
only recently — with the emergence of Giya 
Kanchelli, one of the greatest symphonic 
composers of the second half of the century 
— seems to be coming out of its relative 


obscurity. 
Korsantiya was not only a discovery — he 
was a revelation who set new standards 
which will undoubtedly hess a in a fu- 
tare, important points nce for a 
jury. Looking abead toward the ninth com- 
petition in three years, a few reforms seem 


urgently 


necessary. ‘ 
One of the most.conspicuous shortcom- 
ings of the competition is the almost com- 


plete absence of 20th-century music. Just as 
the inclusion in the competitor's repertoire 
of a local work (in the Eigbth there were 
two choices, pieces by Avni or Kopytman) 
is obligatory, there should be at least one 
mandatory contemporary piano piece in the 
first or second stage. and it should be music 
composed in the second half of the century. 
Even the first half of the century was 
almost completely absent -- that nobody 
played Schoenberg and Bartok, and only 
very few performed Prokofiev, is anachro- 
nistic. Sticking exclusively to the Romantic 
repertoire, even in the final stages, and 
ignoring even Bartok’s piano concerti, is 
unacceptable. In the final stage we were 
condemned to listen to three Rachmaninoff 
concerti, with No. 2 played twice! 
Another serious shortcoming is the cham- 
ber music in the first half of Stage 3. To 
expect good chamber music evolving as the 
result of a fleeting and arbitrary match be- 
tween the competitor and a local artist 
seems against all niles. Chamber music can- 
not be created instantly; it is the result of a 


life. 


deep and intimate spiritual relationship be- 
tween participants. There seems to be no 
reason to retain chamber music in the 
competition. 

Another problem is the lack of rehearsal 
time for the finals. Though conductor 
Mendi Rodan is a perfect accompanist, and 
even if the orchestra is the Israel Philhar- 
monic, there should be at least a break of 
one day between the semifinals and the 
finals to allow for more rehearsal time. 

Both Korsantiya and Sergei Tarasov, the 
second prizewinner, would have profited 
enormously from some extra time.

Whither Nolan Richardson? 


FAYETTEVILLE (AP) — Now that life has re- 
tamed to more or less normalcy after his team’s 
NCAA championship loss to UCLA, Arkansas coa- 
ch Nolan Richardson talked about all the possibili- 
ties that lie ahead. 

He spoke of losing Corliss Williamson to the NBA 
and the likelihood of Scotty Thurman going as well, 
and why he might be tempted to jom them. He 
talked of retiring in the not-too-distant future. And 
he mentioned the talented newcomers who will be 
playing for the Razorbacks next season. 

There is no bitterness in Richardson’s voice when 
speaking about his team which, in two seasons, had 
63 victories, won one NCAA tournament and fin- 
ished second in another. 

“T told them if I could go 32-7 every year I'd be a 
happy man for the rest of my career,” Richardson 
said. 


Even though Williamson and Thurman, who had 
miserable games in the 89-78 loss to UCLA, said 
they intended to come back for their senior season 
because they didn’t want to end their Arkansas 
careers on such a sour note, Richardson understood 
that those words were spoken in the emotion of the 
moment. 

By the end of April, he hopes Thurman will bave 
made a decision. Whether he recommends he skips 
his senior season to tum pro will depend on how 
much money he can get. 

“‘He’s accomplished quite a bit,"’ Richardson said. 
“In the three years he and Williamson played, they 
won a lot of basketball games for the University of 
Arkansas. It’s a matter to me of what’s being offered 
at this stage of the game for those two kids.’’ 

As for Richardson’s own future, he repeated that 
he’d listen to offers from the NBA primarily because 
of the money involved. He ackiiowledged that it 
would be difficult for him to handle the egos of those 
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who play professional basketball. 

“But sometimes they pay you enough to deal with 
those egos,’* he said. 

Besides, Richardson said, there would be the 
challenge of trying to succeed at the NBA level after 
his success in the high school, junior college and 
major college ranks. 

Richardson said no NBA team has contacted him 
this year, but added, ‘‘I’m sure there's some interest 
in me.” 5 

If Richardson stays, he could jose his top two 
assistants, Mike Anderson and Brad Dunn. Ander- 
son is a candidate for the coaching job at Tulsa, 
where he went to school and played under Richard- 
son. Dunn is known to want a NCAA Division I job 
and could well get one, Richardson said. 

If the assistant coaches leave and if Thurman goes 
to the NBA, Richardson still has plenty to look 
forward to at Arkansas. His incoming recruiting 
Class is considered one of the best in the country.

in Kansas City 
Royals take out artificial turf 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Where 
hard-baked artificial turf once 
aided fleet-footed Royals like 
Willie Wilson, Amos Otis and 
even Bo Jackson, a sweet-smell- 
ing, springy carpet of grass is tak- 
ing root. 

In the outfield, fly balls that 
used to die on the warning wack 
will now sail over the fence for 
home runs. 

Kansas City fans may be mad 
at striking players and a front of- 
fice that gave away David Cone 
to save money, but they're proba- 
bly about to fall in love all over 
again with Kanffman Stadium. 

The $1.7 million artificial turf 
carpet has been replaced by care- 
fully manicured grass. The out- 
field fences have been lowered by 
three feet and moved in by as 
much as 10 feet 

But as striking as these changes 
are to the 22-year-old facility, 
they're bound to affect more than 
just the look and feel of the place. 
Exerting subtle differences in 
bow the ball spins and bounces 
and carries, they will mean a dif- 
ferent kind of team. 

“T think most people will feel it 
gives the park a whole new per- 
sonality,’ said famed grounds- 
keeper George Toma. 

From the time it opened in 
1973 until the strike shut down 
baseball last August, the stadium 
was known almost as much for its 
spacious outfield dimensions and 


fast artificial turf as for its high- - 


tech water fountains which beck- 
oned-from beyond the fences. 

Year after year, Kansas City 
ranked near the bottom of the 
league in home runs and near the 
top in doubles and triples.
